The /1ahometans of the Iiland of Fawan 
may not have above four or hive lawful 
Wives, bur they may take as many Concu- 
bines as they can maintain. On their Wed. 
ding Day their Friends. Slaves, and other 
Menial Servants appear richly clad before 
the doors of the Brite ana Bridegroom, 
where they have fet up many Pikes adorned 
with Fringes of wiute and red Cotton: They 
alto diſcharge ſeveral Volleys of Shot be- 
fore the Danr. Aﬀter tweve of the Clock, 
the Bridegroom goes out to fetch his Bride 
with this following Pomp, Firſt there are 
five or fix men which carry five or fix Ba- 
ſons hanging upon poles; theſe men are 
accompanied with as many men which, 
holding in their hands little C = icks, 
beat upon the ſa1d Baſons.

other Drummers, immediately atter theſe 
come a great company- of Maids richly a 
dorneC, ſoine of which carry Baskets full 4 
Fiowec _ and rich Pictures, others - little 
giided Boxes, others carry little Cofters for 
to keep their Berel. The married Women, 
_ follow the Maids, do not come emp- 
, but marchevery one carrying all man- 
ner of Houſhold-Stufl; all which things are 
Prelenis which they bring ta the Bride. The 
Bridegrooin Tomes our at laſt;riding on horſe- 
back and richly attired, having his Relati- 
ons round abour him well mounted on Pal- 
freys. This Nupaal Pomp is ſhut up 
with all the Gueſts which are invited to the

The Negroes of Africa, Inhabitants of 
the Kingdom of S: rrolians have, 1n every 
Town and Cicy,a large Houle, like a Nun- 
nery, apt pointed tor young Maids to dwell 
in togerher, and. to be inſtructed in all 
manner of Civil: Peportment, and good 
Houſewitery, They haye there ſeveral 
grave Matrons, with a Venerable old Man, 
who 1s Preſident over all, that have a ſpe- 
cial care of theſe Prebationers. At the Years 
end theſe young Maids come out together, 
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2s fine as their Hands can make them, and 
coming to the moſt publick Place of the 
City they dance there at the Sound of ſe-' 
veral Sorts of Inſtruments. Their Parents 

are there preſent, and the young Bachel- 
lors reſort thither as to a Farr; every one 
making his choice of her he liketh beſt, bur 
he muſt pay ſomething to her Father before 
he'can have her away. He muſt alſo beſtow 
fome Gratuity upon the Pretident of the 
faid Place, in conſideration of his Care for 
her Entertainment and Education : Which 
being done,without any moreComplements, 
every one Carrieth away his own Bride to 
his Lodging, where they make very mer- 
Iy. 

In the Kingdem of Guinney, as ſoon as 
their Sons are come to Maturity of Age, the 
Parentsgoa Wooing for them and bring 
them Women, which their Children are 
obliged to accept ef, zlthough they never 
faw their Faces before.

If tne ſaid Perſon accepted of them, he » 
ookt up3N as tne $92n-in-law, and 1s preſent- 
iv conducted to his Farher-in-Laws houſe,

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Which never was offcred to him, he then 
makes his application to her Parents, and 
preſenteth them with a bundle of Sticks : If 
they receive it, it 15 an evident token that 
they are well pleaſed with his motion, and 
preſently they admit him into their own 
Houſe. As ſoon as a Woman 15 married a- 
monegſt them, her firſt care is to make two 
winding Sheets, one for her Husband and the 
other for her ſelf: A commendable Example 
for all Chriſtians to follow ; the remembrance 
of our Mortality being a prevalent Antidote 
againft all peſtilential Diſeaſcs o: rhe Soul. 
In Guiana otherwiſe called Nown Andalu- 
fia, the common Sort of People muſt be con- 
tented with one Diſh, bur as for their Nobles 
they may enjoy Varicty of Women; they 
have the ſame Marriage-Ceremonies, as thoſe 
of Peru. But, as England is eſtecmed the Para- 
diſe of Women, ſo on the contrary that 


_ Country is their Purgatory ; for Women are 


ut to all manner of Drudgery, their conditi- 
on being little better than our common Ser- 
vants, or Chamber-Maids. 

There 1s a kind of Peoplein Syria called 
Druſes, which ſome Authors have reckon'd 
amongſt Chriſtians, but which are neither 
'Tews nor Chriſtians, but rather a Crew of 
Barbarous Mongrels; tor they marry tneir 
Mothers Daughters and Siſters witkout any 
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regard at ail :The reaſon they alledge for this 
Barbarous brutality 18, that taey have begotten 
Children for their own uſe, and not for others, 
and that no body ought to forbid them the 
enjoyment of that which 1s Naturally their 
own. They have ſome Holy Days in the year, 
wherein their Men and Women aſſemble 
themſelves in a publick place, where they are 
extream|ly Jovial, tor after their Feaſting and 
Balling, they begin another kind of Dance, 
borrowing one anothers Wives. 

The Eaſtern Fapannois, otherwiſe called 
Wild Lopps, contract Marriage in this man- 
ner: The day of the Wedding being come, all 
the Bridegrooms Fricnds,and Relations, reſort 
to his Tent, and being gathered together, the 
Bridegroom goes to his Brides "Tent, and 
brings her to his own ; where being come, 
he in the preſence of all the aſſembly, taking a 
Steel with a Flint, ſtrikes Fire with all his 
farce, and the more Fire appears, the More 
fortunate they judge him, looking upon 
that as a happyPreſage of his futurePcoſperis 
ty: ThizCeremony ended, theMarriage 1s con- 
cluded. Then they cauſe the Bride, clothed 
with Zibeliins and Hermines, to be ſett upon a 
tamed Boar; tie Bridegroom, being clothed 
with Bear Skins, gors a foot by her fide, all 
cheir Relations following with joyful Accla- 
ations, wWilkiag them ail Proſperity, and e 
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numerous Oft-Spring, Being come ta their 
"Tent they feaſt and dance, which being 
done, they begin to {ing the Elogium*s of 
their G<ceaſed Hero's, and eminent Captains, 
renowned amongſt them tor their valorous 
Atchicvements in Warlike affairs. As ſoon as 
they have made an end ot their Songs, the 
Bridegroom, Bride, and all their Gueſts, caft 
themſclves on the ground, in a pititul man- 
ner, weeping, ſobbing and lamenting the 
frailty of their Nature and Mortality. About 
half an hour after, the Inſtruments begin a- 
gain to play, and every one rife up to renew 
the Dance. ; 

In the South part of theWorld, commonly 
called Mapellanica, vihen a Man hath Aﬀect- 
10Nn for a Woman, kc goes to her Relations, 
to ask them their good will ; which having 
obtained he, without any further Ceremony, 
takes her along with him, and they Cohabit 
rogether like Husband and Wife. Their Re- 
lations aflemble themſelves the next day for 
to feaſt and make merry; after that the Brides 
Relations offer her fone Preſents, which the 
Bridegroom receiveth with thankfulneſs The 
Womenamonegſt th:m practiſe the ſameTrade 
as their Husbands. If any of them chance to 
ring Changes, and play foul with anether 
Man:then herHuzband ſends her away to her 
Parents, who preſently ſhave off all theNair 
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of her Head ; and in caſe ſhe, turning a Cone 
vert, will return To her Husband, he not- 
withitanding never w:}! voachſaſe 0 honour 
her with his Bed, but ſhe muſt reſt contented 
to ſerve him, and do all manner otDrudpery. 

Having pcrtormed my task (gentle Reader) 
and, as 1 hope, inpart contented thy Curof1- 

about theſe Nuptial Ceremonies; a part ' 
of whichiþ>ve been a Witneſs to, & of others 
have received formations from ſun- 
dry grave Authors and Travellers: Nothing 
remain*th, at that [ Pray the God of all U- 
nity and Concord, in Mercy to heal all our 
Breaches, to the erud that our Church may 
appear like a Bride, ail Glorious within, rea- 
dy to attend upon C1! her Bridegroom, to 
whom with the Fat}-:r, and Holy Spirir, be 
all Honour a:.d Glory, W orld without End,
